way came into poeseasion of the 
Marshal's pistol and police badge, 
and went and surrendered these 
to Sheriff J. M. Kennon who 
promptly went to the scene and 
soon overtook EigaaBd brought 
him to jail, and the next day the 
other two men together with 
Jooa Walters, it. who got the 
officers pistol and badge were ar- 
rested and placed in Stanton jail 
where Edge had boan taken the 
night^before for Mfe keeping.

Some Michigan capitalists were 
here thia week investigating the 
water power ia Tiew of pat- 
tiog ia a mammoth power house 
aad ma tbe aame by tl^e water 
bora. They ware vary faTorably 
impressed with the outlook and 
the conditions in general. They 
were imformed of the proposition 
of the Kentucky Union Company 
to furnish the lease rights for 
water for Ato years free. Ererr* 
thing looks good up to tin?, but 
they say they are afraid the vol- 
ume of water ia dry eeasons wil* 
be too small to generate the re- 
quired power. However they 
will measure op the' stream in a 
few daya when they return and 
calculate the exact capacity of 
eha stream. They left here Tues- 
day evening and went to Millers- 
burg where they will likely put 
in a small local lighting plant 
later 

If the project goes through the 
company will furnish electricity 
for power, light and heat, and 
will transmit same to Mt. Sterl- 
ing and Winchester. With wat- 
er as the original aiotiTe power, 
these gentlemen say that elec- 
tricity can be furnished for eith- 
er of the three parpoees meation- 
ed much cheaper than it can be

Powell county is not in the ma- 
ligned belt, but we have all a- 
long noticed the unjnstness done 
to our npiy:hhor.s, and we have 
also noticed the principle back of 
the feuda, and it ia nerer an Act 
to wriiiR money from anyone, 
but originates from wrong or fan- 
cied wrong done to some of the 
participants, which in a measure 
honestly looks excusable to both 
aide*. 

But Kill }) murderers as in the 
QunnesH allairs and most others 
perpetrated in the Norh are for 
fiie a(Ai' ])iirj)ose of robhiiip the 
victims, which can have no shad- 
ow of excuse. If the population 
of Eastern Kentucky, as a class, 
are held responsible for the feuds 
that occur, the people of Indiana 
uliould be lield to a like reaponai* 
bility for such murders and 
robbing as has taken place in the 
(iiinness affair. 

Id botli instances it is unjust 
to hold the n)as8 of people to ac- 
count for what a few may have 
done, l)iit it is far more unfair to 
the people of Eastern Kentucky 
than to the Iadii^» PMfM* tak- 
u)u' every sunoanding circnm- 
btaoce into waonabla oousidera- 
Uon.

When the paper tmst wiser* 

fertilized and all the mills set ii 
certain and same price, there 
were no soldiers sent about their 
mills to intimidate them and 
keep them from carrying their 
compact into cffeet ; when - the 
fiuttar trust was orjianized for a 
like -purpose no soldiers interfer- 
ed ; when the oil trust, steel 
trust, farming: implement trust, 
oiachine trust {tod even the cou< 



temptible tobacco trust, were 
formed no one heard of the in- 
terference of soldiers. But when 
the farmers band together under 
the name Society of Equity to 
combat with these ini<iuitou6 rob- 
bers, their plans must be thwart- 
ed by the preaence of soldiers 
scattered all throuph the country 
ander "secret orders." Such 
conditions are shateefnl ancl will 
soon become unbearable with the 
farming and laboring people. 

Capitalists have ruled this 
country long enough, and it is 
now time that the real producers 
of all wealth in the land should 
have at least an equal showing 
with them, without government 
interference and the presence of 
soldiers, especially in the most 
peaceful and orderly section of 
the commonwealth. 

These loldiers should be sent 
to those cities, and they are in 
this country, where the price 
of a man's life is ten doUltrs, if 
he happens to have thait Attionnt 
of cash on his jierson. 

Oood Work for Soldiera. 
We sometimes get ashamed of 

the newspaper business when we 
learn of so many false reports 
being daily published in them, 
and see so many true reports 
which reflects on prominent men 
not published. Saturday's pa- 
pers reported from Madison 
county that in a night rider raid 
a citiaen had instantly killed two 
negroes and wounded a promi- 
nent white farmer who among 
other riders had attempt«d to 
make this man scrape his tobac- 
co bed.

From what we can learn iT 
Marshal Johnson had have died 
from his injuries Saturday night, 
there would have been a lynch- 
ing in Powell couuty. Tins same 
spirit was demooitmted when 
Dr. Irvin was stabbed a few 
years ago by the aegro Max 0'> 
Rear. 

We have the best people in the 
world in Olay Oity, but they 
seem to be of such a fractious 
temperment when such serious 
propoaitioBS come np to them, 
that we fear they might do things 
they possibly shouldn't do. 



There is business ahead for 
Olay Oity. and if our people were 

oTily properly harnessed together 
and would make a continuous 
strong steady ooanimotfspnll, be- 
fore li^M) our effort would be 
certainly rewarded with some 
worthy enterprise of prosperity. 
Getting organized for action, 
however, is nine-tenths of the 
struggle, and jtist here is where 
we are liable to fall down as we 
have always done before.
